existing in Pettis county. 
Indictments. 
W e beg leave to report th a t our in­ 
vestigation of crim es com m itted in our 
county, while general, does not neces­ 
sitate the return of any indictm ents. 
County Jail. 
T he county jail was visited by the 
/ grand jury, and we report th at we find 
sam e in a very poor sanitary condi­ 
tion, and that the space occupied as a 
prison proper is entirely too small to 
decently care for the num ber of in­ 
m ates that m ust be confined therein, 
from time to time, 
and 
recom m end 
that some m eans 
be 
employed 
by 
which a special election be had to pro­ 
vide for the erection of a new jail that 
will be in pace 
W’ith 
our 
beautiful 
court house and com m ensurate with 
the gradual increase of the population 
of our county. 
We find that our sheriff, Mr. Card, 
has done everything w ithin his power 
and with the funds provided him to 
give the jail and its inm ates the best 
possible care, and we think he is in 
no 
way 
responsible’ for the present 
condition of same. 
This grand jury would recom m end 
the voting of bonds sufficient to pur­ 
chase a new' site and the erection of a 
new and up-to-date jail building, which 
we are sorely in need of. 
W e would 
also recommend the sale of the pres­ 
ent jail building and grounds, and that 
the 
proceeds 
go 
into the new' jail 
building, as before suggested. 
Court House. 
We have carefully 
inspected 
the 
court house and beg to state that some 
of the rooms are sadly in need of re­ 
pairs. 
We would 
especially 
recom­ 
m end the following: 
The county clerk ’s office over the 
vault door needs replastering, and that 
paint or fresco be employed in order 
lo place sam e in good condition. 
That the county collector’s office, 
for betterm ent of service, should be 
rem oved from present 
location 
and 
th a t new apartm ents be provided in 
th e basem ent of the court house for 
sam e. 
We believe this can be done 
and at no great expense. 
T he offices occupied by the probate 
court are in need of repairs, plastering, 
frescoing, and also plumbing to be re 
paired. 
T he surveyor needs 
larger 
quar­ 
ters in the building. 
T h a t the office 
of 
the 
assessor 
should be removed to the basem ent, 
his 
offices 
there to be adjacent to 
those suggested for the use of the 
county collector, for the betterm ent of 
service. 
County Home. 
Upon our visit to and inspection of 
the County Home and 
grounds 
we 
found same to be in an excellent condi­ 
tion, 
and 
wish to com plim ent Mrs. 
H atton upon the fine m anner in which 
sh e conducts the same. W e would rec­ 
ommend that a new’ annex with toilet 
for the women inm ates be constructed, 
and th at a suitable 
lighting 
system 
should be provided for said home. 
Melita Day Nursery. 
We wish to especially refer to our 
visit, to the Melita Day Nursery. 
The 
n ursery is doing a great work in the 
care of the little children of our city 
and the people in charge of sam e are 
entitled to the thanks of every Seda 
ban. 
We found the nursery comfort 
ably warm, everything tidy, and the 
best of conditions prevail, considering 
the funds th at are in control of the 
m anagem ent; the little children are 
very helpful in the household duties. 
We find, how’ever, th at the ventilation 
is very poor and w’ould suggest th at 
an investigation be m ade to see if this 
m atter can not be remedied. 
General Hospital. 
We beg to advise, also, that we paid 
a visit lo the General hospital, and 
find everything in good condition, all 
circum stances 
considered, 
and 
the 
nurses endeavoring to m ake the pa 
tients as cheerful 
as 
possible. 
We 
find, however, th a i a new' sterilizer is 
badly needed and think sam e should 
be provided. 
We also wish to state 
J that the location of the hospital is 
bad; that a new* location should be 
found, where the patients therein con­ 
fined may have better fire protection 
and greater safety.

Many of them have the power of put­ 
ting us so soundly to sleep that we 
can not wake again. 
Almost w ithout 
exception, they establish a craving for 
their

in 
increasing 
doses, which we call a drug habit. 
Without exception, ’such 
habits 
are 
evil. 
There is one class of patients 
on w'hom the effects of narcotics are 
peculiarly marked and peculiarly dan­ 
gerous, 
namely, 
children. 
Children 
are peculiarly susceptible to the ef­ 
fects of opium. 
People are misled som etim es by the 
use of names with which they are not 
familiar, such as heroin and codeine. 
These are all derivatives of opium, 
and 
weight 
for 
weight are m uch 
stronger and more potent in their ef­ 
fects than opium. 
Every m other and 
every person who has the care of chil­ 
dren should know* these nam es and 
know what they stand for . The pat-, 
ent medicine m anufacturers start with 
children alm ost as soon as they are 
born.

New London. Conn.. Nov. 17.—Five 
lives were lost here today when the 
German submarine Deutschland, start­ 
ing to leave port, rammed and sent to 
tho bottom, with its crew* of five, the 
tug T. A. Scott, Jr., one of its two 
convoying tugs. 
After the accident 
the Deutschland returned to port. 
The collision occurred a mile inside 
the race and according to a member 
of the crow was “all over in a min­ 
ute.” 
The tug got unexpectedly in 
front of the Deutschland and her nose 
struck the tug near the stern, lifting 
it well out of the water. 
Almost im­ 
mediately The boilers of the tug ex­ 
ploded and soon it was submerged. 
Capt. Fred Hinsch, of the interned 
German steamer, Neckar, who was on 
the tug, grasped a guy rope and was 
drawn down with the tug. 
When he 
rose to the surface he managed to 
grasp a life preserver throwm out by 
the Deutschland and wTas then taken 
aboard. 
The Deutschland was not seriously 
damaged, it was stated, and probably 
would be ready to sail in a few' days. 
Several of the bow* plates were bent 
and the rivets loosened, but the in­ 
terior was not damaged. 
The repairs 
will be made by the crew'. 
The Deutschland slipped out of the 
harbor at an early hour this morning. 
She left her pocket at the state pier 
at 1:30 o’clock and was towed down 
the harbor by two tugs. 
Captain Hinch and other officials 
of the Eastern Forwarding company 
were on one of the tugs. 
A lauuch 
lilied with newspaper men followed 
the submersible down 
the 
Thames 
river to the mouth of the harbor. 
The Deutschland passed the United 
States cruiser Columbia in the lower 
harbor at 1:45 o’clock. 
Several pass­ 
ing steamers and the Columbia turned 
their searchlights on the 
boat 
and 
blew' their whistles. 
While the manifest of the Deutsch­ 
land’s cargo has not yet been made 
public, it is estimated its approximate 
value is over two million dollars. The 
cargo consists largely of crude rub­ 
ber, nickel, zinc and silver bars. 
She 
also carries several sacks of mail from 
The German embassy in Washington. 
Some ot the mail was said to be for 
the German emperor. 
The l>eutschland arrived

London November I on her second 
trip to this country.

TEUTONS TOOK 2 .0 0 0 MEN .ANO GUNS 


Russians Deny Stories That They Are 
Negotiating for a Separate Peace 
— Will Be W ith the Allies 
to the Very Last. 


London, Nov. 17.—The Rumanians 
have suffered further reverses at the 
hands of Gen. Falkenhayn’s forces, a c ­ 
cording to today’s 
announcement 
by 
the German war office. Taking a total 
of more than 2,OI Mi prisoners and a 
dozen machine 
guns 
the 
Teutonic 
forces carried a mountain peak on the 
Moldavian frontier of Rumania, east 
Kedzivasarhely. penetrating a Ru- 
ol 
mania ii position in the Predeal region 
and scored advances south of Rothen- 
thural pass, the statement asserts. 
Apparently the Russians are bolding 
their own w'cll alone the Moldavian 
rent. 
Beilin reports them withstand­ 
ing the Auytro-Gernian attacks. 
London reports further si c r e s s by 
the British, who last night renewed at­ 
tacks in extension of the Somme, of­ 
fensive north of the Ancre brook. 
A 
gain of ground on the- north bank of 
the river east of Beaucourt is claimed. 
Berlin declared a British attack in this 
region last evening failed, 
It records 
the repulse also of an assault on the 
Somme front west of Ivesars and an­ 
nounces the British were forced back 
westward along the Lers Ti oily road 
and lost live machine guns. 
Paris records no activity

French infantry in the Somme region 
after yesterday’s attack in which the 
positions taken by the Germans in the 
village of Sa iii se I were reclaimed, ac­ 
cording to last night’s announcement. 
Berlin declares the French .attacked 
on both sides of the Sailly-Saillisef, 
but failed to gain. 
The entente drive from Monastic 
which has forced the Germ un-Bulgari­ 
an defenders of this Servian city back 
to positions on its inner lines of de­ 
fense, apparently has halted. 
Berlin 
reports 
the repulse 
of a renewed 
strong attack by entente troops in the 
O m a river region and on the AIon- 
astir plain. 


Russia Not for Separate Peace. 
Petrograd, Nov. 17.—The minister of 
foreign affairs has sent a telegram to 
all Russian representatives in allied 
countries declaring Russia’s firm de­ 
termination not to make a separate 
peace under any circumstances. 
The 
telegram declares: 
“Reports spread abroad recently by 
the press in various countries of pre­ 
tended secret negotiations being car­ 
ried on between Russia and Germany 
with the object of signing a separate 
peace are futile and make no impres­ 
sion on the Russian government. 
“Russia will maintain intact the in­ 
timate union which binds her to her 
valiant allies and is far from thinking 
ot a conclusion of a separate peace. 
They will fight the 
common 
enemy 
without faltering until victory.”

GOOD CARE FOR STRAW BERRY 


Patch That Is Neglected and Which 
Mats or Grows Up in W eeds, 
Cannot Produce Well. 


(By C. W . R A PP, Oklahoma Experiment 
Station.) 
A straw berry patch that is well cul­ 
tivated during the summer, aud from 
which all unnecessary runners are re­ 
moved, should remain in good condi­ 
tion and store up sufficient plant food 
for an excellent crop. One that is neg­ 
lected, and which m ats or grows up in 
weeds, cannot be expected to produce 
well. 
Such berries as are produced 
will be small. The crop will easily be

SAYS HOGS ARE NOT FILTHY 


No Farm Animal More Deserving of 
Care and Protection, Yet He Is 
Frequently Neglected. 


(By PROF. K. T. J. EK BLAW, Univer­ 
sity of Illinois ) 
Hog raising has probably returned 
proportionately greater profits to the 
corn belt farm er than any other en­ 
terprise. 
In view of this, it might 
naturally be expected th at the hog be 
the best-housed animal on the farm. 
In the majority of cases, however, the 
opposite is true. 
The oki-fashiened idea that the hog 
is a tough, filthy animal still persists, 
and many farm ers believe and act in 
the belief th at anything is good enough 
for a hog. 
As un actual thing, there 
is no farm animal that needs care and 
protection more than the hog.
